“It was also considered advisable 
to create, and charge operations 
with, a further reserve amounting 
to $760,000 for commitments in 
crude rubber and fabric, for which 
purpose market prices as of Febru- 
ary 7, 1931, have been used as a 
basis, such prices being lower than 
the market at December 31, 1930. 
A similar reserve, amounting to 
$425,000. which was created at the 
end of 1929, was credited to opera- 
tions at the end of the year 1930. 
In addition to the foregoing, a fur- 
ther reserve was created and 
charged against the operations for 
the year, for possible losses in ac- 
counts receivable and investments, 
emounting to $480,000.”

In 

addition, 10,000 miles of snow fence will be maintained to 

| keep drifts from piling in the high roads. The job of keeping 

the highways open for winter travel has become a highly 
intensified business. Traffic must go through. 

The program has a peculiar significance this winter in 
that it will greatly help the unemployment situatioi, and it is 
now estimated that approximately 50,000 men will find em- 
ployment in the snow removal work on the important high- 
Ways. 

Let’s look at the economic significance of snow removal. 
Reliable estimates are that every $100 spent for this pur- 
pose yields $1,000 in more efficient transportation and busi- 
ness continuity. On this basis, the states, counties and munic- 
ipalities keeping the roads and streets open for travel will 
reap an economic benefit in excess of $100,000,000. On its 
face this seems a rather high figure. It must be remembered, 
however, that there are 90,000,000 people or 75 per cent. of 
the nation’s population in the snow belt. The highly complex 
life of today demands motor transportation and these people 
depend upon the open road. Traffic must go through. 

In the snow belt there are more than 325,000 miles of 
improved highways representing an initial investment of 
well over $8,000,000,000, assuming an average cost of $25,- 
000 per mile. The lowering of the cost of surface repairs 
a great factor in.the argument for removal and it is 
estimated in one state that there was $150,000 saved in re- 
pairs for every $50,000 expended in snow removal.—Hubert 
Hollaway in Studebaker Wheel.
